ernmentaJ affairs wc have only to listen to the gen- 
eral voice of history. Innumerable examples are 
fuurnished. Only two centuries ago the revocation 
of the edict of Nantes at the dictation of the Jesuit 
advisers, brought wholesale ruin upon France dur- 
ing the reign of Louis XIV. Their religious zeal 
drove out of that country into the arms of Eng- 
land and Holland many of the most skilled arti- 
Eans, w ho were Protestants, such as silk weavers, 
e!ocl,-rnakers, printers, etc., who barely escaped 
with their families and the wrecks of fortunes made 
in trade. At the instigation of Christian church- 
men. Ferdinand and Isabella christianized Spain 
1 lit up the holy (ires of the Inquisition. In this 



particular case the Moors, who held the 



tnent of the civilized world in their hands at that 
time, were driven pell mell out of the country. It 
was from these very Moors whom the world re- 
ceived the science and art of medicine, astronomy, 
algebra, and even the art, of heating buildings. 
Under such a rule of the church the Spanish treas- 
ury could dole out money for the burning of here- 
t ica but not a sou markee for Columbus. So insuf- 
ferable did the church become in France that its 
power has again been broken and its claims repu- 
diated. France, the home of Diderot, Renan and of 
Lafayette, a nation that has been conspicuous in 
nt. seienee and Literature, has deliberately turned 
its back upon the presumptions clerics and will no 
longer permit the education of their children to 
remain in the hands of those whom the nation has 
declared to be incompetent and pernicious. 

For just an instant let us east an eye upon our 
most, prosperous Southern neighbor, the republic 
of Mexico. We find that she has advanced by leaps 
and bounds, taking giant strides in her progressive 
march, but it has been the direct result of the policy 
of Diaz who cried "Hands Off" to the clericals and 
has given the Mexican people a regime that has 
been pronounced anti-clerical. 

Italy shook off the papal yoke in 1870 and she 
has showed not the slightest sign of governmental 
weakness since.

not only radically antagonistic to his 
own well known views, but bitterly In- 
sulting those who share his scientific 
views with him? As for me, I am free 
to confess I have Infinitely more char- 
ity and admiration for the poor Cath- 
olic woman on her knees counting her 
h«adi and invoking the blessing of 
the "Mother of God" than I have for 
a hypocrite no matter how exalted his 
station. 

Agnosticism, when honestly enter- 
tained, is mysticism— a vestige of the 
inherited old Bible-God superstition. It 
Is simply anotner step in the evolution 
of religious thought. It still refuses to 
seek and find in nature the "promise 
and potency of all life." Still, like 
the hierarchy, it insists that the mys- 
teries of nature are so profound that 
raaaon and logic compel us to assume 
the existence of an extraneous 
preme Power," which alone is the 
cause of all cosmic activity and life; 
but, note well! the mystery of which 
"Power" and Its or his modes of ac- 
tion (they fall to admit) is Infinitely 
greater and much less knowable— as 
conceded even by Spencer— than the 
mysteries confronting us and 
led in nature.

One thing is certain, namely, Dean Capers does 
not fully appreciate or understand, or at least he 
has failed to grasp, the full power and meaning 
of infidelity.

Most of the newspapers merely con- 
tained ths Central News paragraph 
that the.Colcnel had died after twenty 
years incarceration in the asylum. 
There was a brief leaderette in the 
Daily News, more calculated to arouse 
eurioiisity than allay It. and there was, 
I am told, a longer reference In the 
.Morning Post. But otherwise none of 
the papers contained any details of his 
strange career, certainly none that 
oaaght my eye. And as the public 
■—cry Is proverbially short it may 
not be amiss to recall, especially to 
readers of the Freethinker, what ex- 
actly happened to the dead soldier. 

"Arthur Widdlcoiube Jallatt Spen- 
cer Jallatt, lo give him his full name, 
was of somewhat aristocratic descent 
and inherited a rich estate and a line 
old country seat outside the pretty 
market town of Little Stenford. He 
married, when fairly young, a daugh- 
ter of I^ord Lavington by whom he 
had one son called John St. George 
Jallatt Spencer Jallatt. This child 
was born in India where the elder 
Jallatt served for many years. Indeed, 
at his trial there was a suggestion, 
though It was never more, than he had 
half I suffered from sun-stroke. However 
irll| thiii may be, he came home some- 
where In the late seventies and set- 
tled down to the ordinary life of a 
country gentleman and a colonel on 
the retired list. He devoted himself 
at first to horse-breeding and had a 
great fancy for dogs. He used often 
to be seen in London, was a member 
of several clubs, and generally enjoy- 
ed the sunny side of life. His son had 
entered Parliament and had made sev- 
eral c!ever speeches, which brought 
his name to the front. So things 
went smoothly and merritly until the 
middle of 1879. In that year a re- 
vivalist preacher— what we would call 
a hot gospeller— came to Little Sten- 
ford and set up a large gospel-lent. 
Here services were held, especially on 
market days, for the edification of the

Colonel Jallatt found himself 
in Utile Stenford, and, from one im- 
pulse or another entered the reviv- 
alist's tent. Mrs. Jallatt afterwards 
said that from that day she noticed a 
change in her husband's demeanor. He 
paid another visit to the revivalist, 
and another. After a little time Col- 
onel Jallatt blossomed forth as an en- 
thusiastic Christian; the idee, that 
eiilefly fixed itself in his mind being 
that we ought all "try to live like 
God." Naturally the gospellers were 
not slow to make much of so Impor- 
jtant a capture as the Colonel, and he 
was pushed prominently forward on a 
|JBOd a any Christian platforms, whilst 
in a short while he was made vice- 
president of dozens of orthodox organ- 
izations. He subscribed, I believe, to 
the Salvation Army; he took the chair 
at an antl-Infldel congress, and in 
fact his name was used for all it was 
worth by his new associates. 

"Now amongst his other offices Col- 
onel Jallatt, after the fashion of coun- 
try gentleman, had a seat on the coun- 
ty bench of magistrates, of which at 
the time whereof I speak he had be- 
come chairman; and to his magister- 
ial duties he used to attend most 
punctually. One day an important 
case came before him. A burglary 
had been committed In the neighbor- 
hood (,f laitle Stenford, and as the 
result of great activity on the part of 
the police, the burglar had been traced 
and captured in Bristol. Without de- 
lay he was brought before Colonel 
Jallatt, who heard the vase very fully 
and listened attentively to the evi-j 
dence. In the ordinary course the 
prisoner should have been returned to 
the assizes for trial. But, to the sur-

el proposed to deal with the case him- 
self and there and then sentenced the 
prisoner to three years' penal servi- 
tude.

The doctors could not find 
that Colonel Jallatt was In any way 
dangerous, and one declined to regard 
him as even subject to hallucination; 
and, except that he no longer adorned 
the county Bench his life was In no 
way affected. But he used frequently 
to complain bitterly to his friends that 
If you attempted to live like God in 
Christian England, they would try and 
make you out to be insane. 

After this affair Colonel Jallatt bus- 
ied himself with the details of his 
estate. The religious societies, whilst 
willing as before to accept his dona- 
tions, fought Bhy of his personal at- 
tentions— a fact which he was not 
slow to note. Ho was thus thrown 
more on his own resources, and 
amongst other things he began to cul- 
tivate new varieties of orchids and 
tulips, and he also gave much atten- 
tion to his horses and dogs. In the 
spring of 1883 his son John, who was 
much attached to his father, came on 
a visit home.

NO P ANACEA 

Land Has no Value Except What it 
Derives from Applied Labor. All 
burdens fall on the producer. 

(By A. LUTTERMAN) 
it seems strange that single-tax- 
ers claim that land is the foundation 
of all wealth and therefore should 
carry he burden of all taxation. How- 
ever it is self evident that land has na 
value in itself; it Is the application oi 
labor that makes it valuable. If this 
is not true then an acre of land would 
have an universal value whether it is 
located in a city or in a rural district. 
But the fact that land costs the most 
In the city is evidence that labor has 
made It so; consequently a land tax 
without the consideraion of the im- 
provements is not applicable. Now 
then, since labor is the source of all 
wealth, why then should land carry 
the burden of public expenses all 
alone when all other values originate 
from the same source? The state- 
ment by Mr. Hoyt in the Independent 
of September 1, page 6, saying that it 
is Impossible for any human being to 
avoid using land and continue to live, 
is not a fair one. For thousands of 
people grow rich and do not own or 
use land at all. Our board of trade 
has nothing to do with land and still 
some of these gentlemen grow rich 
and control the world market of our 
produce. Should these millionaires 
escape all taxation? Is not money the 
medium to measure all values? Why 
then tax only one kind of property and 
Mempf all others? What Is he dif- 
ference of a thousand dollar lot, or a 
thousand dollars worth of wheat, or a 
thousand in gold? One is equal to the 
other in this country and should be 
taxed each according to its value. Sup- 
pose A had the lot, B the wheat, and C 
the - gold, a total taxable property 
of three thousand dollars; now, under 
the single tax theory A would be taxed 
at the rate of three thousand dollars, 
But B and C would be exempt alto- 
gether. Isl this good sense? 

No wonder Mr. Hoyt is so bitterly 
opposed to the principle by which our 
public schools are supported. He calls 
In rank Injustice to tax the people 
according to their ability. And yet, 
his unjust taxation as called by the sin- 
gle taxeis, has proved the greatest 
blessing to our country. Had it not 
been for our school system half of our 
population would have been llllterated 
because the poor would have been un- 
abie to pay their share of school tax, 
and their children could not have been 
taugi.t. 

The Idea that taxation should he 
governed in proportion to the bene- 
fits received Is all wrong. As long as 
the producer Is paying Interest and 
rent to the non-producer, so long capi- 
tal shoulu be taxed and not the indi- 
vidual. If all revenues would be aban- 
doned, and instead a direct tax placed 
upon all property according to Its 
value, for the support of the govern- 
ment; Institute free use of the postof- 
flee similar to our public school sys- 
tem; also the telegraph, express, the 
railroads and other Industry added 
from time to time as circumstances 
may require; then the trust would die 
its natural death and the people would 
become free and Independent as advo- 
cated by the founders of this ^pub- 
lic. 
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
